There Hie numerous ntreuiDB flowing 
from tbe Kooky Mountains which are 
tributary to tbe Missouri and Missis- 
sippi, rivers Which feed these streams 
and maintain their flow. 


What is tbe tronble with the great 


navigable rivers? Tbe trooble ft at 
times tbey are terrentiarfloods audat 
times tbe water is so low as to impede 
navigation. We provide against floods 
by creating levees. I do not contend 
against tbe wisdom ef that proceed are, 
bnt I claim that we ehonld suppliment 
that by preventing the floods; and. as 
tbe gentleman from Colorado [Mr. 
Sbafroth] says, it can not be done by 
one reservoir, bat it ean by a series of 
reservoirs throughout the entire inter 
mountain region, reservoirs whieh will 
preserve and conserve these flood 
waters and held them on tap, respon- 
sive to the demands of science. 


Mr. Chairman, I offer the following 


amendment. 


"Rsservoirs on and near tbe Ham- 


boldt River, Nevada: For the con- 
struction of a reservoir on Rook Greek, 
a tributary to the Ham bold t River, in 
aeaordance with tbe estimates of tbe 
hydraulic engineers of the Geograph- 
ical Sorvev, reported to tbe feeeretary 
of tbe Interior and printed in Part IV 
of tba Twentieth Annual Report of 
said Survey, $62,000. 


"For the construction of a reservoir 


on tbe Lower Hamboldt River, in ac- 
cordance with tbe estimate above re- 
ferred to, $41.240." 


Mr. Newlauda spoke on the amend- 


ment as follows: 


Mr. Ghairovtn, this ta an amendment 


asking for a total appropriation of 
about $100,000 for the construction of 
two reservoirs on the Hamboldt River, 
n Nevada. That river is tbe most im- 
portant river in the State. It flows 
rom the eastern to the western part of 
tbe State, a distance of three or four 
hnndred miles, and is tbrongb a valley 
whose soil ia as risb as that of the 
Nile. 


The difficulty with that river is that 
t is a flood during the periods of 
March, April and May, when the water 
s least needed for cultivation, and tbe 
flood waters roab down in the sink of 
the desert »nd form a great lake called 
Somboldt Lake, about 36 miles long 
aod 10 or 15 miles wide. That lake 
measures tbe unutilized waters of tbe 
Hnmboldt Biver, and if these waters 
are keep stored at tbe head or at the 
side of the stream In reservoirs pro- 
vided by this amend meet, they will 
maintain in a large degree a measured 
and sustained flow of the stream, thus 
permitting a larger utilization of tbe 
flood waters by reason of the certainty 
that later on the lands iirtgatsd by tbe 
flood waters will not lack water in a 


time when it is most required to pre- 
fect onltivaltoD. 


Now, Mr. Chairman, this matter has 


been thoroughly examined and re- 
ported a son by the United States Oeo 
| logical Survey. 
Careful 
estimate 


have been mitde of the cost. The flow 
has been measured. The flow has beeu 
estimated in periods of lilgh water and 
in periods of drontbt, and you will fine 
in the last KUDUS! report of tbe Geo- 
logical Surrey Home 25 or 30 pages 
taken up with estimates of tbe amount 
of water that can be stored, tbe cost 
of storage, and most accurate and care- 
ful estimates of the expenditure which 
will be required to accomplish tbe 
storage of these waters as contemplated 
by the amendment. 


You will see in that report a diagram, 


such as that which I bold in my hand, 
that indicates by lines the height of 
the flood tide and tbe low-water mark. 
This gives accurate measurements for 
tbe entire twelve months; and yon will 
observe that tbe flood water ia concen- 
trated within two or three months in 
the spring aod early summer, wbile the 
rest of tbe year there is low water. 


Now, I submit that it ia utterly im- 


possible under the existing law for any 
individual or oorporation to undertake 
this work of reolamation. The Con- 
gress of tbe United States has wisely 
pinned the policy of preserving tbe 
public lands of tbe country for actual 
settlers and declaring against land 
monopolies by providing for small 
holdings of land—160 acres of land 
watered by tbe heavens and 320 acres 
of arid lands. 


But when yon go into the reclama- 


tion of the arid laodtt yon must have 
concentrated holdings of thirty or 
forty or sixty thousand acres of land 
in order to warrant the expense of 
storage and diverting ditches. The 
Government alone baa raob large hold- 
ings, and it is against, public policy to 
grant them to individuals or corpora- 
ions. The pilicy of the government 
requires that they should be held for 
settlement in small tracts by actual 
settlers, and thia involves snob a con- 
servation of tbe waters as will pro- 
mote such settlements. 


Now, 
I repeat, there ia no law 


under which this system of reclama- 
tion can be undertaken. It can not be 
done in a small way, as I have said, by 
tbe settlers themselves on these small 
tracts of land. I esk, than, What is 
the obligations of the Government in 
tbe premises? I answer, to save and 
oneerve tbe flood waters of tbe rivers 
For purposes of irrigation. Now, yon 
improve the rivers for purposes of nav- 
igation because navigation ia a public 
use. 


But irrigation ia also a public nae. 


[t is a public use subject to the con- 
trol of tbe law. There is no reason 
that applies to tbe expenditure of 
pnblie money for promotion of naviga- 
tion that does not apply to tbe pro- 
motion of irrigation. In addition, the 
Government is the owner of these arid 
lands. The question is>, Shall they be 
prepared by some rational and com- 
prehensive plan for settlement?
